A.  Staff Activity Report 
Fitzpatrick reported on an initiative by The SCAN Foundation and AARP 
regarding integration of the long-term care system in California.   
 
She noted that California Department of Aging Director Lynn Daucher’s last day 
will be December 31 and that other changes could be anticipated throughout the 
Health and Human Service Agency.   
 
B.  Financial Statement  
Fitzpatrick reviewed the October financial statement.

XV. Special Presentation:  2010 AND BEYOND – What’s in store for the 
aging network? 
Commissioner Chang introduced the speakers and reviewed the purpose of the panel 
presentation.   
 
Lisa Mancini, Director, San Mateo County Area Agency on Aging, outlined the 
integrated service model being used in San Mateo County, which provides both social 
services and health services with a person-centered approach for the elderly and 
persons with disabilities.  San Mateo is the only county in the state to have an 
affordable assisted living waiver and is viewed as an example for programs elsewhere.   
 
Frances Chacon, consultant to the Assembly Human Service Committee, spoke on 
behalf of Assembly member Jim Beall.  She discussed past efforts by the Legislature to 
protect adult day health, in-home supportive services, and supplemental aid for the 
elderly and disabled, which the Governor proposed for either elimination or reduction 
during the past two years.  Ms. Chacon predicted continued uncertainty over the future 
of health and human services with an ongoing state deficit of $20 billion anticipated 
through 2016.   
 
Casey Young, Associate State Director and State Policy Director for AARP California 
discussed changes at the federal level with the new Congress and as concerns have 
grown over the deficit. He expressed unease over the upcoming reauthorization of the 
Older Americans Act as well as the future of state programs with the economic 
downturn.  
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Mr. Young announced a policy initiative under development by The Scan Foundation 
and AARP to coordinate long-term care services in the State.   
 
XVI. Next Meeting:  February 1-2, 2011   
Fitzpatrick announced CCoA’s next meeting will be February 1-2, 2011 in Sacramento. 
 
XVII. Chair’s Comments 
Chair-elect Staggs commended Outgoing Chairman Davis for his leadership and many 
accomplishments during that time.  Chairman Davis announced the resignation of 
Commissioner Rodriguez.
